English Channel Tunnel. 



The construction of a tunnel under 
t ie British Channel is a proposition 
t tat has been discussed for many 
years, and work has actually been 
c irried out at both the French and 
English ends of the proposed tunnel. 
Lack of support, varying to active op- 
pisition from the British Government 
has been responsible for the abandon- 
ment of interest in the scheme. Re- 
cently, however, attention has been 
attracted to the channel tunnel by 
the fact that a thorough examination 
of the works at Calais has been made 
by French railway and maritine en- 
gineers, while conferences have been 
held between the managers of French 
and English railways. It is consider- 
ed probable that another attempt may 
be made to induce Parliament to au- 
thorize the work, which, in the pres- 
ent condition, does not present any 
remarkably difficult problems in en- 
gineering. The knowledge gained in 
the construction of the Simplon and 
other European tunnels seems to indi- 
cate the complete feasibility of the 
the project, and it is now believed 
that by working from both ends a 
rate of about forty feet a day could 
be maintained, which would mean the 
completion of the enterprise within 
five years.

! By the terms of a fund to be admin- 
istered in connection with the Phila- 
delphia School of Nurses, Wither- 
spoon Building, Philadelphia, a num- 
ber of young women from every 
county will receive free training in 
nursing. v It is planned to ultimately 
reach and help in this way every vill- 
age and township. 

The young women will be provided 
with room, board, nurse uniforms and 
all the refinements of a well appointed 
Christian home. At graduation the 
diploma of the School and the Order 
of the Red Cross will be conferred, 
qualifying for practice to any State 
or country ; the railroad fare will then 
be paid back home. 

Those applying and chosen to re- 
ceive the benefits of this fund will be 
given two years training, with a rich 
experience in nursing the sick poor of 
the city under skilled leaders. The 
term may be shortened to eighteen 
months b} 7, . taking a preliminary 
course of six months reading and 
study at home. A special short course 
enables young women to quickly pre- 
pgre|them selves for self support and a 
substantial income. 

In addition to regular nursing, the 
young women are taught how to pre- 
serve their own health ; how to recog- 
nize, avoid and destroy contagion; 
how to establish and maintain perfect 
sanitary conditions about the home; 
they are prepared for positions as 
office nurse and physician’s assistant; 
they get a practical knowledge of City 
Mission movements, vDeaconess train- 
ing, College settlement work, and are 
brained for special positions of trust 
in institutions. 

The school is ten years old and is 
endorsed by physicians, heading edu- 
cators and prominent men throughout J 
the country.
